The Petersburg ‘and Richmoad papers bring us
additional intelligenge of the late fight at Hare's
bill. '

Oar troops were massed to the left of Colquitt's
galicat in front of the enemy's works on the hill,
and at four o'clock in the morning, all things

<being ready, Gen. Gordon's corps of sharpshooters,
250 «trong, sprang lorward, with empty guns and
advanced stealthily but rapidly on the cnemy's
works, As they approached the hostile pickets,
feigning to be deserters, they cried out, * don't
shopt ; don't shoot.” * You neced not be afraid;
we won't shoot; eome on, Johnny Reb., come on;
we are glad to see you,” the enemy replied. Ina
mowmceat they were over the works, with clublbed
muskets and sharp bayonets.  Sach as were awake
were disabled, the sheping were captured. Thus
the fizst line was taken, and scarcely a shot fired.

In the meantime the reserves came up, and the
assault of the second line began, Some of the
arouscd Yankees had eseaped in the darkness and
given intelligence of the coming storm. The second
line and forts were taken, with many prisoners and
numerous mortars and other artillery. Thus far
the suocess of our armws had been brilliant and un-
checked. But now the guns of battery No. 1, on
the river, and fort Steadwan, on the right, opened
an enfilading fire upon our column, their position
being such as to completely command the whole of
the captured works. Large forees of the enemy's
reserves were also massing in the cam®s hehind.

Under these circamstances Gen. Gordon gave the
order lo retire, and oor troops f¢ll back in commen-
dable order. *Up to this moment.” says the L.
press, * they had lost nothing, but gained every-
thing. The enemy now opened every gun that
could bebrought to bear on our troops, and sub-
jected them to o rain of iron, before which exper-
ience of Malvern Ilill-and (rettysburg, are said by
veterans, to pale almost into insignificance. [t was
painfully distinet in this city, where our very
dweilings were shaken to their foundations. Our
troops, leaving many of their gallant comrades be-
hind, reached their original positions about 8 or 9
veluck.

Un heaying this, Major General
Frank Blawr placed a guard over the place to pro-
tect the house, furniture and fine library, Mr.
Simms is a thorough, rabid segqyggionist, full of
Southern prejudices, and a fiends talumniator of
Northern character and institutions.

Mr. Bimws’ plantation is a good type of the low-
land plantations of South Carolina, Since we left
Savannah the country was one vast lowland plain,
Large planiations, with their numerous surround-
ings, fringe the road, while behind the caltivated
lands, which, by the way, here as well as in Geor-
gia, are converted into corn instead of cotton fields,
the dark pine forests snise the irevergreen heads.—
The eypress and wild vine, 1oo, festuon the forest.
In front of Mr. ‘Simms' house are some vencrable
trees, beneath, which the vine and cypress have
formed fantastic bowers, with their delicste loliage
and gurlands of hanging moss. Not far from the
residence is a dark, solemn swamp, formed by the
expansion of the Edisto over ahe lowlands., This
is full ol fallen trees, gothic arches of cypress and
vines interlacing their branches in strange shapes,
while the ever pending moss wave: its funeral-
locking pall over the minsmslic, poisonous air of

_swamp lands. Here revel in secure enjoyment wild

fowl, serpeats and alligstors.
ch dismal swamps are frequent in Carolina,
but chiefly abound along the sea coast from Savan-

TIE HANGERS ON OF TIIE ARMY,

T have used the word ** bummer * in my accounts,
and it kas been suggested that many ot your read-
ers do pot know the meaning of the term. Tt has
now & recogmized posttion in the army lexicon.—
Any man who has seen the ohject that it applies
to will acknowledge that it was admivably selected.
Faney a ragged man, blackened by the smokes of
many a pine knot fire, mounted on g serawny mule,
without a saddle, with a gun, a knapsack, a butcher
knife and a plug hat, stealing kis way through tho
pine forests far out on the flunks of a coluinn,—
Keen on the ecent of rebels, or bacon, or silver

spoons, or corn, or anything valaable, and yon have

biw in your mind. Think how you woyld ailmire
him if you were a lone womar, with a family of
smuil ehiidren, far frein help, when he blandly iu-
quired where you kept your valuables. Think how
you would'smile when he pryed open your chests
with his bayonet or knocked to pieees your tables,
pitno and chairs ; tore your bed clothing in three-
mch strips, and scattercd the strips about Lhe yard.
The *“bummers” say it takes too much time to
use keys. Color is no protection from these
rough-riders. Theyjgo_through a negro cabin m
scarch of diamonds-and gold watches with just ag
much freedom and vivacity as they *foot” the
dwelling of a wealthy planter. They appear to be
possessed of a spint of ' puare cussedness.” One
incident of many will illustrate. A * bommer”
stepped ‘into a house and infuired for sorghum.
The lady of the house preseitesd a jug, which he
said was too heavy, so he merely filled his.can-
teen. Then taxing a huge wad of tobacco from
his mouth, he thrust it into the jug. * The lady in-
quired, in wonder, why he spoiled that which he
did not want. * Oh, some feller'll come along and
taste that sorghum, think you've poisoned him;
then he'll burn your dawned old beuse.” There
are hundreds of these mouuted men with the eol-
umn, and they go everywhere. Some of them are
loaded down with silverware, gald coin and ather
valuables, 1 hazard nothing in saying that three-
fifths (in value) of the persoaal property of the
countics we have passed througn is in Sherman's
army to-day. The yield of H¥rses and wagons has
not been so large as on the Ge«xgin campaign. In
the magtter of food we have fared quite as well.

OCCUPATION OF FAYETTEVILLE.
Fayettevillc is a town of some four thousand ii-
habitants. The first man w0 ecime into the town
was Captain Duncan, commanding the scouts and
mounted men of the Army of Teunessee. He was
repulsed by Hamgfon’s cavalyy, and himself taken
prisoner. His party wes reinfeced by the foragers,

and again attacked the place taking it Gencral
Giles A. Smith's Fourth division, Seventeenth ar-
ny corps, came up, also the head of General 8lo-
com's column, and hoisted the flag at the market
house. . : P
The Mayor surrendered the town to Colonel wil-
liam E. Strong, of General Llowgrd's staff; then.to
General Slocum who had jusg arrived.  As the reb-
els were retreatiog over the river, they opcned two
guns on the town, and then fired the bridge, which
was covercd with rosin, » .

Fayelteville is garrisioned by General Slocum.—
The best ‘of order and regularity reigns there The
streets are patroled by guards, thus protecting life
and property. Nothing has been destroyed, or is
likely to be destroyed, except the arsenal and the
office of the Fayetteville Obserter—a lying, trucu-
lent sheet, that well deserves its fate.

KILPATRICK'S DEFEAT BY IAMPTON.

The letters could not well pass over the defeat of
Kilpatrick by Hampton, but -they try to cover it
up as well as possible. It appears that Kilpatrick
started, on the dth, tai“intercept” Hampton, who
was protecting Hardee's rear, and getting in front
of him, waited for him to come up, which be soon
did. The letter says: =

The attack was made in three colomns. Wheel-
er led the right, Hampton the centre, and Butler
the left, and was’perfectly irresistible. Kilpatrick's
fivst ling, under Lieutenant Colonel Way, was act-
unlly ridden over ; -headquarters  and artillery &ap-
tured ; and dt one time the entire camp, including
the entire staff, and Colonel Spencer, commanding
the third brigade, were in the enemy's possession.
But Ggneral Kilpatrick made his escape, joined the
brigade of Colonel Spencer, which was falling back
on foot, stubbornly disputing every inch of ground.
A large portion of the enemy halted in and about
the camp, fo plunder. . Tais was fatal to Aim.
Little Kil's brave cavairy rallied under the leader-
ghip of their trled commander, retook the hills npon
the left, and then, with ohe wild shout, swep) down
upon the rebels, who were swarming about the
captured artillery and Kilpatrick's former hel-
quarters. Ip a moment the artillery was in their
possession and tarned upon the enemy.

tained shall be construed tq discharge from milita-
ry service persons over the age of 435 or under I8
years, who are now in the army of the Confederate
States.

Approved, Feb. 17, 1864,

Injunction of secresy was removed from this act
by a resolution of the ‘House of Represeatatives,
passed January, 1865.

1V. A!l non-commissioned officers and privates
detailed because of disability will be examined
monthly, when those found fit for ficld duty will
be immediately turned over to the Commandant of
the Post, at which they were employed, to be re-
turned to their commands,

This is not intended to apply to those “retired"”
under the act to provide an Invalid Corps.

V. Conscripts assigned to light duty will be ex-
